THE PECULIAR 
PAUSE 
By HOWARD FLIEGER 
Once again the United States is undergoing that unique 
American experience with the odd-sounding name: 
Interregnum. 
There’s nothing to match it anywhere else in the world. 
“Interregnum” is the popular term for the interval 
between the time the voters elect a new President and 
actually give him the job — almost three months. 
The word is a misnomer. Originally it was used to 
describe the time between the passing of a sovereign and 
the accession of his successor. Now, according to the 
dictionaries, it means a period of temporary suspension 
of government or control. 
Neither is apt. Certainly the Government is func­ 
tioning, and Mrs. Ford is in control. 
But, barring a shattering crisis of national or in­ 
ternational dimension, there isn’t much of anything he 
can do. Nor can the people’s choice to succeed him, 
Jimmy Carter. 
It is a bit like running in place: It might keep you fit, 
but you don’t go anywhere. 
In today’s era of instant communication, split- second 
actions and reactions, it seems ridiculous for the nation 
to vote a President out of office in early November, then 
wait until late January to seat his elected successor at his 
desk in the White House. 
Most free and self-governing people in the world could 
call an election, conduct a campaign, count the votes, 
declare a winner and install him in office in far less time 
than it will take Mr. Carter to make the trip from his 
victory statement to his inaugural address. 
Meanwhile, what happens to all the issues that were so 
• compelling a few weeks ago? 
Key people in and out of Government are saying things 
are in such an uncertain shape right now that economic 
stimulation can’t wait while one Administration runs 
down and its replacement cranks up. 
You will read and hear a lot in these coming weeks 
about Mr. Carter’s program. But it will be guesswork, or, 
at best, signals sent up in advance by the next 
Administration. To be realistic, nobody will know 
precisely what is in store until Mr. Ford departs, Mr. 
Carter is sworn in on Jan. 20,1977, and a new Congress 
has its say. 
Mr. Carter hopes to complete his Cabinet selections by 
December. If he meets that deadline, he will be on a par 
with such earlier newcomers as Presidents Eisenhower, 
Kennedy and Nixon. Even if he succeeds, the men and 
women he chooses will be weeks away from actually 
taking charge of the important departments they will 
manage. 
Under the American system, nothing short of a 
resignation, disablement or death can hasten a change of 
pilots. And even such calamities as those would not put a 
newly elected President in power ahead of his time. The 
lameduck Vice President of a lameduck President would 
serve out the present term, which ends at noon next 
January 20. 
Is all this as bad as it can be made to seem? The 
situation contains a positive, reassuring element often 
overlooked. 
The leisurely pace at which Americans put a newly 
elected President in office is a manifestation of the 
tremendous political stability of this country. There 
probably isn’t another nation in the world — dic­ 
tatorships and democracies alike — that could safely risk 
a political interval such as our so-called interregnum. 
Everybody here and abroad simply takes it for granted 
that there is not going to be any violence, great upheaval 
or tumultuous change of course during the hiatus bet­ 
ween Election Day and Inauguration Day. The U.S., far 
more than most, can move on toward a new chapter 
calmly and deliberately — and the rest of the world 
knows it. 
What may appear to be an absurd, horse-and- buggy 
process for changing Presidents makes a lot of com­ 
forting common sense. It takes real self-confidence to do 
it the American way.

CARTER’S DEBT 
TO BLACKS 
As the national guessing game continues over who will 
make up President-elect Jimmy Carter’s Washington 
team, it is all but certain that a good number of blacks 
will be on it. 
It takes no genius to understand why: black voters 
provided the margin of his victory over President Ford, 
with about 92 per cent of them voting for him, according 
to the respected Washington Joint Center for Political 
Studies. 
In fact, even in Carter’s “solid” South, the Georgian 
failed to win a majority of the white vote, with Ford 
walking away with 55 per cent of it. But southern blacks 
won the day for Carter there, as well as in perhaps a half 
dozen non-south states that were crucial to his election. 
Political scientist Richard Scammon notes, however, 
that “If Carter had not had the black vote, he would have 
lost. But if he had not had the white vote, he would have 
lost too.” Scammon’s point is that Carter’s obligations 
are to the entire nation rather than any at its disparate 
groups. 
It can be argued, for example, that Carter would not 
have won without the labor vote — which is probably 
true. Or without the women vote. And the list could go on. 
The most important thing is that Jimmy Carter was 
elected President by the American vote, and his primary 
obligation is to all of us. It is to be hoped that our nation 
has matured to where a President doesn’t have to invoke 
a quota system in selecting the men and women to serve 
with him, and to where qualifications and character, not 
race or fdgion, are fhe criteria by which appointments 
are judged.

ECONOMIC STATISTICS 
AND ECONOMIC REALITY 
At this point in history, the 
central 
issue 
of 
national 
economic policy might be stated 
as follows: 
Will the United 
States, in 1976 and 1977, turn 
once again to large-scale fiscal 
stim ulation 
(larg er budget 
deficits) 
and 
m onetary 
stimulation 
(more 
rapid in­ 
crease in the money supply) in 
an effort to hasten the decline in 
unemployment? 
Or will it persevere in a 
program of steadier and more 
restrained policies to stabilize 
the economy and initiate a new 
period of sustainable growth? 
We can hardly hope that this 
issue will be resolved con­ 
structively if we allow our ap­ 
praisal of the economic outlook 
to be thrown first one way, then 
the other, four times a year as 
Gross National Product figures 
are released. Yet, exactly this 
seems to be happening now in 
Washington. 
Perceptions of current trench» 
in the economy, based largely on 
the daily flow of statistics out of 
Washington, play a large role in 
the ongoing drama of national 
economic policy formulation. 
Let 
one of the im portant 
statistical series either zig or 
zag and we hear loud calls for 
the 
governm ent 
to 
“ do 
something" to put us back on the 
right track. The results are not 
always constructive; while we 
do need objective measures for 
guidance, the existing statistics 
are often not adequate to bear 
the burden placed on them. 
News 
that national output 
grew at an astonishing 7.5 per 


cent in the first quarter of this 
year has prompted a new wave 
of optimism, one might almost 
say 
exhilaration, 
among 
economy watchers. It seems 
time to issue a warning: Don’t 
take these statistics all that 
seriously. And don’t be too 
disturbed if the statistics for the 
second quarter, which we will 
see about two months from now, 
indicate a substantial slowing of 
the pace of the economic up­ 
swing. 
This warning is not motivated 
by a feeling that, in any real 
sense, this recovery is about to 
slow down and may be ap­ 
proaching its termination. For 
1976, at least, I believe that the 
recovery is solidly based and 
that the year will be a far better 
one than most observers had 
hoped for six months back. 
But the real trends in the 
economy are one thing and the 
quarterly statistics we rely on to 
keep track of them as each year 
goes on are another. What we 
see as abrupt swings in the 
economy’s growth rate from one 
quarter to another may be ac­ 
cidental quirks in the statistics. 
Consider the history of these 
same quarterly statistics during 
the recovery period from last 
y e a r’s 
recession. 
In 
mid- 
October 1975, when there was 
still some debate as to whether 
the recovery was strong oi 
sustainable, the figures for tht 
third quarter were released. 
They showed an astonishingly 
sharp rebound of total output. 
The 
result 
was 
instant 
euphoria—we were on our way 
to better things, no doubt about 
it. 
But the preliminary results 
for the fourth quarter (released 
in January 1976) created the 
opposite kind of mood. Growth 
had slowed down to an annual 
rate not much more than we 
need to keep pace with the in­ 
crease in working population. 
Im m ediately 
there 
was 
a 
widespread mood of doubt and 
worry. We were told that the 
recovery was running out of 
steam and government would 
have to move in with new 
measures of stimulation if we 
were to avoid sinking again into 
recession. 
In mid-April the data for first 
quarter 1976 appeared, and it 
was back to euphoria. That is all 
very well, since the economy is 
in a good recovery and the 
euphoric mood helps to ward oft 
political demands for new large- 
scale government intervention 
But what if, when the second 
quarter figures appear in mid- 
July. they suggest that the 
recovery 
has 
again 
slowed 
down? 
To ask that question is not to 
forecast th at the pace of 
recovery is in fact going to slow 
down in the second quarter, or 
even that the statistics will turn 
out to suggest that it has. But the 
seesaw nature of the data 
during the past three quarters 
should prepare us for at least the 
possibility of such an outcome. 
If that possibility materializes in 
midsummer 1976, we will be 
faced with a political outcry for 
governm ent 
to 
"do 
something”—just 
when 
the 
political season is beginning to 
heat up. It could all be a false 
alarm, as it was in January 
when the data suggested that the 
recovery was petering out. 
To raise these questions is not 
to disparage the statistics. They 
are good statistics—as statistics 
go. It is just that we impose an 
unreasonable burden on them if 
we expect them to give a close 
fine 
measure 
of quarter-to- 
quarter growth.

WASHINGTON - The nation s 
best-kept secrets are not so well 
kept after all. They have been 
stored in safes which are left 
open and strewn on desks over­ 
night for all to see. 
The careless security at the 
Energy Research and Develop­ 
ment Administration (ERDA) is 
re v ealed in an internal 
memorandum intended for offi­ 
cial eyes onlv. The ERDA memo 
declares: 
"The number of incidents in­ 
volving the failure of ERDA staff 
to provide adequate physical 
protection for restricted data 
and other classified matter with­ 
in headquarters offices is con­ 
siderably beyond tolerable levels 


In 1975, according to the 
memo, there were 85 “security 
infractions” at ERDA headquar­ 
ters in Washington. For the first 
three-quarters of 1976, there 
were 69 infractions, an increase 
of seven over the corresponding 
figure for last year. 
"From an analysis of the 
records,” the memo states, “it 
appears that the current trend is 
■0m le die afanenne, or iaotenfcr* 
dement, of eetatNahed security 
monitoring systems within the 
divisions-offices incurring the 
bulk of the infractions." 
HE. Lyon, the ERDA security 


chief who wrote the memo, told 
our associate Marc Smolonsky 
the infractions did not involve 
lost or stolen material. He in­ 
sisted they were not serious. 
The atomic weapons docu­ 
ments in ERDA’s custody, 
however, involve "national 
security," he conceded, and 
therefore are top secret. 
In his memo, Lyon suggests a 
“security monitoring system" to 
prevent foreign spies as well as 
common thieves from stealing 
highly classified nuclear infor­ 
mation. 
Inside sources have told us 
ERDA is an agency that foreign 
agents would like to infiltrate. 
Lyon admitted there have been 
cases of employees having per­ 
sonal items, such as purses, 
stolen. Some sticky-fingered peo­ 
ple, it appears, are roaming 
ERDA’s halls. 
Footnote: When we notified the 
Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy, they thought the situa­ 
tion was serious enough to de­ 
mand a full report from ERDA. 
The agency intends to provide 
details to the congressional 
panel as soon as passible. 
McCarthy ism Revisited: 
The State Dept., following pres­ 
sure from the repressive Indone­ 
sian government, denied a U S. 
travel visa to a premkmnt Bri- 


tish citizen who briefly was a 
Communist 30 years ago. 
The victim of this updated 
“ McCarthyism” is Carmel 
Budiardjo, a well-known Indone­ 
sian expert on human rights. 
Fail of her expertise comes from 
painful personal experience. She 
spent three years without trial in 
Indonesian jails. Her husband, a 
Communist, was imprisoned for 
10 years. 
Budiardjo had visited the 
United Stales earlier and had 
planned to lecture on human 
rights here this fall. But, we've 
learned, during a hearing last 
year at which she was testifying 
on repression, she was baited by 
former Rep. Wayne Hays, D- 
Ohio. 
Hays, then a power on a con­ 
gressional subcommittee which 
controls State Dept funds, forced 
an admission from Budiardjo 
that she had been a Communist 
from 1946 to 1948 while living in 
Britain. 
Shortly thereafter, the State 
•DapU ordered Budiardjo to 
return the U.S. travel visa. When 
she asked for another one this 
summer, the stiff-necked 
bureaucrats first stalled, then 
turned her down flat on the 
grounds that she had failed to 
admit her political background 
when she applied for a visa in 
1974. 
A State Dept spokesman ad­ 
mitted to us that Indonesian offi­ 
cials had quietly intervened in 
the Budiardjo case. He insisted, 
though, that mfttui ftx.pi I— i 
nor her brief fling with Com*

denial, said the spokesman, was 
strictly due to her “misrepresen­ 
tation’’ on the earlier visa ap­ 
plication.

said she neglected to list the.

a purely private visit to tlie 
United States.

D.-Mont., is still miffed 
over the seedy trick pulled on 
him in his race for the Senate by 
Sens. Henry Bellmon and Dewey 
Bartlett, both Oklahoma Repub­ 
licans. 
The two Oklahoma senators 
used official-looking Senate In­ 
terior Committee stationery to 
beat the drums for Melcher s Re­ 
publican opponent. Worse yet, 
such Democratic stalwarts as 
Sen. Lee Metcalf, D.-Mont., a 
close Melcher friend, and Sen. 
Henry Jackson, D.-Wash.. were 
listed on the letterhead. 
The letter falsely suggested 
that the whole Interior Commit­ 
tee, Democrat and Republican 
alike, was opposed to Melcher s 
candidacy. The political cheap 
shot failed. Melcher won by 64 
per cent. He’ll now join his tor­ 
mentors, Bellmon and Bartlett, 
in the Senate.

The measure of the annual 
rate of growth, from one quarter 
to the next, in real gross national 
product is the end result of a 
long series of calculations, each 
involving a certain margin for 
error.

Costly Police Captains: 
Needy

NEW YORK - While the agile 
city emergency chiefs-of-staff 
are out trying to hire a billion 
dollars let me tell you what it 
takes in the Big Apple to hire a 
police captain. His annual labor 
cost now tops $64,319 in salary,

THE PECULIAR 
PAUSE

Once again the United States is undergoing that unique 
American experience with the odd-sounding name: 
Interregnum. 
There's nothing to match it anywhere else in the world. 
“ Interregnum’’ is the popular term for the interval 
between the time the voters elect a new President and 
actually give him the job — almost three months. 
The word is a misnomer. Originally it was used to 
describe the time between the passing of a sovereign and 
the accession of his successor. Now. according to the 
dictionaries, it means a period of temporary suspension 
of government or control. 
Neither is apt Certainly the Government is func­ 
tioning. and Mrs. Ford is in control. 
But, barring a shattering crisis of national or in­ 
ternational dimension, there isn’t much of anything he 
can do. Nor can the people’s choice to succeed him, 
Jimmy Carter. 
It is a bit like running in place: It might keep you fit, 
but you don’t go anywhere 
In today’s era of instant communication, split- second 
actions and reactions, it seems ridiculous for the nation 
to vote a President out of office in early November, then 
wait until late January to seat his elected successor at his 
desk in the White House 
Most free and self-governing people in the world could 
call an election, conduct a campaign, count the votes, 
declare a winner and install him in office in far less time 
than it will take Mr. Carter to make the trip from his 
victory statement to his inaugural address. 
Meanwhile, what happens to all the issues that were so 
• compelling a few weeks ago? 
Key people in and out of Government are saying things 
are in such an uncertain shape right now that economic 
stimulation can’t wait while one Administration runs 
down and its replacement cranks up. 
You will read and hear a lot in these coming weeks 
about Mr. Carter’s program But it will be guessw ork, or, 
at best, signals sent up in advance by the next 
Administration. To be realistic, nobody will know 
precisely what is in store until Mr. Ford departs. Mr. 
Carter is sworn in on Jan. 20. 1977, and a new Congress 
has its say. 
Mr. Carter hopes to complete his Cabinet selections by 
December. If he meets that deadline, he will be on a par 
with such earlier newcomers as Presidents Eisenhower, 
Kennedy and Nixon. Even if he succeeds, the men and 
women he chooses will be weeks away from actually 
taking charge of the important departments they will 
manage. 
Under the American system, nothing short of a 
resignation, disablement or death can hasten a change of 
pilots And even such calamities as those would not put a 
newly elected President in power ahead of his time. The 
lameduck Vice President of a lameduck President would 
serve out the present term, which ends at noon next 
January 20. 
Is all this as bad as it can be made to seem? The 
situation contains a positive, reassuring element often 
overlooked. 
The leisurely pace at which Americans put a newly 
elected President in office is a manifestation of the 
tremendous political stability of this country There 
probably isn’t another nation in the world — dic­ 
tatorships and democracies alike — tha t could safely risk 
a political interval such as our so-called interregnum 
Everybody here and abroad simply takes it for granted 
that there is not going to be any violence, great upheaval 
or tumultuous change of course during the hiatus bet­ 
ween Election Day and Inauguration Day. The U.S., far 
more than most, can move on toward a new chapter 
calmly and deliberately — and the rest of the world 
knows it. 
What may appear to be an absurd, horse-and- buggy 
process for changing Presidents makes a lot of com­ 
forting common sense It takes real self-confidence to do 
it the American way.

CARTER S DEBT 
TO BLACKS 
As the national guessing game continues over who will 
make up President-elect Jimmy Carter’s Washington 
team, it is all but certain that a good number of blacks 
will be on it. 
It takes no genius to understand why: black voters 
provided the margin of his victory over President Ford, 
with about 92 per cent of them voting for him, according 
to the respected Washington Joint Center for Political 
Studies. 
In fact, even in Carter’s “solid” South, the Georgian 
failed to win a majority of the white vote, with Ford 
walking away with 55 per cent of it. But southern blacks 
won the day for Carter there, as well as in perhaps a half 
dozen non-south states that were crucial to his election 
Political scientist Richard Scammon notes, however, 
that “If Carter had not had the black vote, he would have 
lost. But if he had not had the white vote, he would have 
lost too ” Scammon s point is that Carter's obligations 
are to the entire nation rather than any of its disparate 
groups 
It can be argued, for example, that Carter would not 
have won without the labor vote — which is probably 
true Or without the women vote And the list could goon 
The mo6t important thing is that Jimmy Carter was 
elected President by the American vote, and his primary 
obligation is to all of us It is to be hoped that our nation 
has matured to where a President doesn’t have to invoke 
a quota system in selecting the men and women to serve 
with him, and to where qualifications and character, not 
race or religion, are the criteria by which appointments 
are judged

AND ECONOMIC REALITY 
At this point in history, the 
c en tral 
issue 
of 
national 
economic policy might be stated 
as 
follows: 
Will 
the United 
States, in 1976 and 1977. turn 
once again to large-scale fiscal 
stim u latio n 
(la rg e r 
budget 
d eficits) 
and 
m onetary 
stimulation

an effort to hasten the decline in 
unemployment? 
Or will it persevere in a 
program of steadier and more

year has prompted a new wave 
of optimism, one might almost 
say 
exhilaration,

economy watchers. It seems 
time to issue a warning: Don’t 
take these statistics all that 
seriously. 
And don’t be too 
disturbed if the statistics for the 
second quarter, which we will 
see about two months from now, 
indicate a substantial slowing of 
the pace of the economic up­ 
swing 
This warning is not motivated 
by a feeling that, in any real 
sense, this recovery is about to 
slow 
down and may be ap­ 
proaching its termination For 
1976, at least, I believe that the 
recovery is solidly based and 
that the year will be a far better 
one than most observers had 
hoped for six months back 
But the real trends in the 
economy are one thing and the 
quarterly statistics we rely on to

MARION, Ark. — Stanley 
Wayne Goodrich, 19, of Kennett, 
Mo., was convicted of man­ 
slaughter Friday and sentenced 
to five years in prison. 
The conviction was read n the 
Circuit 
Court of Crittenden 
County where the body of Joe 
Hollingsworth, 
40, 
of 
Blue 
Springs, Mo., was found in early 
May. 
Testifying in Circuit Court 
Thursday, Goodrich confessed 
to stabbing Hollingworth on 
April 24. Goodrich told the court 
he stabbed Hollingsworth when 
he began making sexual ad­ 
vances. 
“He was on me. I just got him 
off the only way I knew how,” 
Goodrich told the jury. 


A uthorities 
said 
Hollingsworth, president of an 
Oklahoma City-based securities 
firm, was en route home from 
Florida after a business trip 
when he picked up Goodrich, 
who was hitchhiking, south to 
Memphis. 
According to Goodrich, they 
began 
quarreling 
when 
Hollingsworth pulled off the 
highway onto a secluded gravel 
road and made sexual advances 
toward Goodrich. 
During the quarrel, Goodrich 
stabbed Hollingsworth and left 
him 
in a roadside ditch. 
Goodrich returned to Dunklin 
County and burned the victim’s 
convertible on a township road 
near Kennett. 


In court, Goodrich said he was 
hitchhiking 
near 
Batesville, 
Miss., when he was picked up by 
Hollingsworth. During the ride, 
Goodrich said, Hollingsworth 
began discussing sex, and said 
he enjoyed homosexual acts. 
Hollingsworth 
pulled 
off 
Interstate 40 onto a gravel road, 
stopped the car and began 
making 
passes, 
Goodrich 
testified. The two got out of the 
car and began fighting. 


When Goodrich’s attorney, 
asked him, “Why were you 
fighting?” he replied, “Because 
I was scared to death, sir. I 
thought he was going to kill 
me.” 
Hollingsworth picked up a 
knife concealed in Goodrich’s 


boot, but Goodrich managed to 
get it away, Goodrich said. 
After the stabbing, he said, he 
didn’t 
bother 
to 
check 
Hollingsworth’s condition, but 
took the car and drove back to 
Kennett. 
“The first thing I could think 
of was getting back to Kennett,” 
Goodrich told the court 
Authorities found the burned 
car and arrested Goodrich on an 
arson charge a short time later 
at Dunklin County Memorial 
Hospital, where he had gone for 
treatment of knife wounds to the 
hand, apparently sustained in 
the struggle with Hollingsworth.

SeMo U to have swine test station 


CAPE GIRARDEAU - Some 
might say that combining hog 
raising with higher education 
will likely achieve the same 
result as trying to make a silk 
purse out of a sow’s ear. 
But Southeast Missouri State 
University is going into the 
swine raising business as it 
prepares to enter a new era in 
reaching out to help those in the 
region it serves. 
First steps toward broadening 
the range of services provided 


by the Semo State Department 
of 
Agriculture 
were 
taken 
Thursday 
with 
authority 
granted by the Board of Regents 
to establish a swine test station. 
“What’s 
that?” 
you 
city 
dwellers ask. “Hogs going to 
school?” 
That’s exactly what they will 
be doing. A special testing 
station, 
only the fourth in 
Missouri, will be built at a cost 
of $40,000 on a five-acre 
university farm tract. 


It’s a joint effort between the 
Southeast 
Missouri 
Swine 
Improvement Association and 
the 
university, 
with 
the 
association putting up money for 
constructing a 30 pen station 
that will be self-supporting 
operation. 
Agreement to enter the 
venture was approved by the 
regents after they heard of the 
economic benefits for farmers in 
this region. 
The objective of such a testing 
station is to go several steps 
beyond 
Darwin’s 
natural 
selection theory. The goal is to 
improve 
desirable 
traits 
through scientific breeding to 
give the farmer a high profit at 
market. 


And 
here’s the way the 
program will work to help bring 
home the bacon: 
Statistically, the annual pig 
crop in the 27 counties of 
southeast Missouri is 700,000 
animals. It takes between 3,500 
to 4,200 boars to be the daddies 
for that crop. 
It is estimated that through 
breeding superior boars with 
sows, the net income to the 
farmer can be improved by $3.50 
or more per butcher hog - and 
that’s not fatback. 
Identifying 
those 
superior 
boars that genetically pass 
along traits needed for higher 
farmer profits is done through 
gathering performance data at 
an evaluation station. 
Presently, the three stations 
operating 
in 
the 
state 
“graduate” 
500-600 
superior 


boars annually. However, only 
about 5 per cent of those come to 
southeast Missouri. 
The Swine 
Improvement 
Association has determined that 
three times the number of 
purebred breeders now testing 
would like to have a testing 
program. 
Therefore, 
they can have 
embarked with four other 
agencies — Semo University, 
the University of Missouri- 
Columbia, the Missouri Pork 
Producers Association and 
National 
Swine 
Breeders 
Association - to undertake this 
project. 
The 
association 
is 
now 
soliciting tax deductible funds to 
construct the evaluation station. 
The university will provide the 
site, maintain it and continue its 
operation. 
Management of the test 
station will be under direction of 
the university farm manager. 
Employes necessary for its 
operation will be supervised by 
him. 
An advisory group is to be 
formed 
which 
will 
develop 
operating guidelines, a waste 
management system and fund 
construction of a sale or show 
building for livestock at the site. 
Costs of operating the station 
will be carried by breeders for 
the two tests each year. All 
purebred swine breeders will be 
welcome to test at the facility. 
Boards 
meeting specific 
standards established by the 
advisory committee will be sold 
at auction following each test.

When taced with a problem do you often 
turn 
to 
alcohol 
for 
relief? 
Are you 
sometimes unable to meet home or work 


responsibilities 
because of 
drinking? 
Have you ever required m edical at­ 
tention as a result of drinking? Have you 
ever experienced a blackout - a total 
loss of m em ory while still awake - when 
drinking? H ave you often failed to keep 
the promises you have made to yourself 
about controlling or cutting out your 
drinking? 


If you've answered yes to any of these 
questions, then you drinking is probably 
affecting your live in some m ajor w ays 
and you should do something about it - 
before it gets worse.

W e’ve come upon an abso­ 
lutely lovely new preserve rec­ 
ipe — one we’ve never found in 
any cookbook. And our collec­ 
tion of cookbooks is large. 
It's tunely these days be­ 
cause it makes use 
of 
the 
grapefruit peel usually thrown 
away. 
We find this preserve may be 
used several delightful ways, 
and we’ve suggested these at 
the end of the recipe. 
S Y R U P - P R E S E R V E D 
G R A P E F R U IT P E E L 
4 medium or large grapefruit 
3 cups sugar 
'z teaspoon salt 
*2 cup lemon juice 
cup short slivers of 
candied ginger, not 
packed down 
Two 3-inch cinnamon 
sticks 
16 whole cloves tied in a 
cheesecloth bag 
Wash and dry grapefruit. On 
each, with a small, sharp knife 
make 4 equidistant lengthwise 
cuts, 
from stem 
to bottom, 
through entire peel. With a but­ 
ter knite, gently loosen peel at 
stem ends With your fingers. 
Dull off the sections of peel-

all. 
(R e frig e ra te the rem aining 
grapefruit and use for compotes 
and-or salads.) 
In a large saucepan bring the 
sections of peel, covered with 
water, to a boil; simmer 20 
minutes; dram. With a sturdv 
metal spoon scrape off all the 
inner white membrane so only 
the thin yellow rind is left. Cov­ 
er the rind sections with water, 
bring to a boil and simmer un­ 
til rind is tender — about 20 
minutes. 
Drain. Cut rind in 
pieces, making as many of 
them as you can about 4-inch 
wide and about 2 inches long. 


(This size helps give this pre­ 
serve great appeal.) 
Into the large, clean sauce­ 
pan turn the sugar, salt, 14 
cups water, the lemon juice, 
ginger, cinnamon sticks and 
clove bag. Cook over moderate 
heat, stirring constantly, until 
sugar dissolves. Add prepared 
rind and bring to a boil; simmer 
until syrup reaches 220 degrees 
on a candy therm om eter— 
about 35 m inutes. Rem ove 
cinnamon sticks and clove bag. 
Off heat, at once ladle into 4- 
pint, wide-mouth canning jars 
to within 4-inch of rim. Seal.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Wom­ 
en who buy birth control pills 
soon will also get a brochure 
from 
their pharmacists that 
lists the hazards and benefits of 
the medication, the Food and 
Drug Administration says 
The FD A announced Sunday 
it plans to require that a new 
brochure be given to each of 
the 8 million to 10 million 
American women who use the 
pill. The brochures would be 
supplied by drug companies to 
pharmacists, 
who would 
en­ 
close one each time a woman 
got a new or renewal pre­ 
scription 
The brochure will explain the 
health hazards that have been 
linked to the pill. Until now, 


such 
information 
has 
been 
available from a woman s doc­ 
tor only if she requested it 
It will also tell women that 
the pill has been shown to be 
the 
most 
effective 
con­ 
traceptive on the market. 
The new brochure would ad­ 
vise women that birth control 
pills: 
—Should not 
be taken by 
women over the age of 40 be­ 
cause of the increased risk of 
heart attacks 
—Should never be taken by 
pregnant women because they 
may injure the fetus 
—Should 
be 
discontinued 
three months before a woman 
tries to become pregnant, to 
avoid potential birth defects

—Should be discontinued at 
least four weeks before any 
type of surgery that would in­ 
volve increased risk of blood 
clotting or prolonged bed rest, 
because pill users are four to 
six times more likely to have 
blood clots after surgery than 
those not on the pill 
— Appear to be associated 
with nonmalignant liver tumors 
which, although rare, can be 
fatal if they rupture and result 
in internal bleeding

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State's female inmates 


move to Renz center

(AP) — All of the state’s fe­ 
male 
prisoners 
have 
been 
transferred from the State Cor­ 
rectional Center for Women at 
Tipton to the Renz Correctional 
Center just north of Jefferson 
City, corrections officials an­ 
nounced today. 
The Renz prison farm is the 
first correctional center in the 
state’s system to house both 
male and female inmates The 
transfer of the women prison 
ers was necessary, corrections 
officials said, because of over­ 
crowding at the Tipton facility 
"The Tipton institution has a 
desired capacity of no more 
than 90 and with the increasing 
number of women being sent 


into Missouri’s prison system, 
it became necessary to make 
this move," said Edward E 
Haynes, director of the Mis­ 
souri Division of Corrections 


The final change involved the 
transfer of the remaining 113 
women 
from 
Tipton 
today 
Thirty-seven women had been 
moved to Renze in September 
of last year because of over­ 
crowding and feelings over the 
stabbing of Carolyn V Atkins, 
who was Tipton’s superinten­ 
dent at the time 


The Tipton facility will be 
come the corrections system's 
prerelease center for inmates 
who are to be released within 
six weeks

The Pittsburgh Steelers con­ 
tinue to chew up the opposition 
and pray for a miracle. Tonight 
they will pray in front of a tele­ 
vision set. 
“We’re going to try to will the 
Raiders to victory,” said Pit­ 
tsburgh 
linebacker 
Andy 
Russell. “We’ll be the biggest 
bunch of cheerleaders the Oak­ 
land Raiders ever had.” 
Oakland 
plays 
Cincinnati 
tonight and a Bengals’ victory 
probably would mean no play­ 
offs for the Steelers. 
“ I’m going to watch the ball 
game,” said tackle Joe Greene, 
“but I’m ready to go South,” 


referring to his home in Texas. 
“ I think Oakland is going to play 
to win, but they have nothing to 
lose or gain and I just can’t see 
them beating Cincinnati under 
those conditions. ” 
But he will be rooting for the 
Raiders, anyway. The Steelers, 
having rebounded from a dis­ 
astrous 1-4 start with eight 
straight 
victories, 
including 
Sunday’s 42-0 rout of winless 
Tampa Bay, are the hottest 
team in the National FVOOT- 
BALL 
League. 
They have 
allowed only 28 points over those 
eight games. But unless Cin­ 
cinnati loses one of its last two 
games, the Steelers, Super Bowl 
champions for the past two 


years, 
will 
not m ake the 
playoffs. 
Since Cincinnati plays the 
lowly New York Jets next week, 
tonight’s game should decide the 
American Football Conference 
Central Division crown and the 
final AFC playoff spot. Pitt­ 
sburgh is 9-4. Cincinnati is 9-3. 
The 
Steelers 
will 
win 
the 
division if they end in a tie with 
the Bengals. 
Meanwhile, 
New 
England 
dumped New Orleans 27-6, in­ 
suring itself of its first playoff 
berth. If the Pats win next week 
and B altim ore loses, 
New 
England will win the AFC East. 
If not, the Patriots will get into 
the playoffs as a wild card team. 
Big Red victory puts 
monkey on Skins9 backs 


ST. 
LOUIS (AP) 
- “We 
played just about as well as we 
could on defense,” a battered 
John Zook said. “The thing we 
did was put the monkey on 
Washington’s back.” 
Moments earlier Zook, a St 
Louis Cardinals defender, hurt­ 
led himself onto the back of 
Baltimore 
Colts quarterback 
Bert 
Jones 
and 
caused 
a 
fumble. 
The sack helped the Cards 
emerge with a 24-17 Saturday 
victory and kept their playoff 
hopes alive in the National 
Football League 
St. Louis, 9-4, although al­ 
ready dethroned as champion 
in 
the 
National Conference 
East, 
will receive one last 
chance to become the confer­ 
ence's wild card entry while 
facing the New York Giants in 
the the regular season wrapup 
next Sunday. 
And while the Cards are bid­ 
ding for their third straight 
postseason berth the Washing­ 
ton Redskins, 9-4, close their 
campaign against division king 
Dallas, 11-2, in Texas Stadium 
“ I know Dallas will win," 
predicted tight end J. V. Cain, 
whose 
five-yard 
touchdown 
pass reception sent St. Louis on 
top during the early minutes 
against Baltimore. 
“Even though I was mad at 
them last week I wish them 
luck,” Cain added. 
Against the Colts, the Cards 
recovered two fumbles and con­ 
verted both into touchdowns, 
one on Jim Hart's 41-yard pass 
to Terry Metcalf, en route to a 
21-10 halftime lead 
But during the final two quar­ 
ters, while limited to Jim Bak­ 
ken’s 22-yard field goal, they 


also withstood five times the 
best the NFL’s top offense 
could offer. 
B altim ore’s 
cool 
Jones 
pegged 30 yards to Raymond 
Chester for a touchdown, edg­ 
ing the Colts to 21-17 with 6:51 
remaining in the third period. 
Then, prior to Bakken’s kick, 
Bob Bell pounced on a Don 
McCauley fumble at St. Louis’ 
48 and Zook forced Jones to 
fumble with his important sack. 
Bakken’s 
three-point 
kick 
came 
with 2:34 left. 
Jones 
afterward passed Baltimore to 
the Cards’ 29 before strong 
safety Ken Reaves stepped in 
with an interception in the wan­ 
ing seconds 
“ I figured I had to do some­ 
thing to make up for what hap­ 
pened 
earlier," 
commented 
Reaves, who had been beaten 
by Chester for Baltimore’s sec­ 
ond touchdown 
Reaves’ theft represented the 
fifth costly turnover by the 
Colts 
But equally significant 
was a meager Baltimore rush­ 
ing total of 62 yards, including 
54 on 15 carries by dangerous 
Lydell Mitchell. 
“ 1 think the linebackers did a 
great job. because we were 
playing one on-one coverage,” 
said 
Zook, 
whose 
thoughts 
turned 
immediately to 
New 
York. 
“We’ve got to beat the Gi­ 
ants," the sturdy defensive end 
said, 
"but 
I’m sure Coach 
(Don) Coryell won’t allow us 
the luxury of a letdown.” 
Hart, whose 13-for-22 passing 
was supported by Jim Otis’ 107- 
yard rushing, pierced the Colts’ 
defense with his touchdown ae­ 
rial to Cain for St. Louis in the 
opening four minutes.

“The specifics of our pro­ 
grams are still in the develop­ 
ment stage,” said Miller. “But 


we'd like the governing bodies 
of each sport in our organ­ 
ization to determine the even­ 
tual scheduling and utilization 
of the facilities.

The Doctors’ Park Surgery facility, one of about 65 in the nation, will 
open for medical care Dec. 15. The facility, which will specialize in the 
one-day surgery, will serve southern Illinois and southeast Missouri. 


Initially, the staff will be composed of surgeons from the Southeast 
Missouri and St. Francis hospitals. 


One-day surgery facility will open in Cape Dec.15

The facility, which initially 
will be utilized by surgeons on 
the staffs of Southeast Missouri 
and St. Francis hospitals, is the 
outgrowth of a health care idea 
that had its inception 10 years 
ago. 
Doctors’ Park Surgery is one 
of a select number of about 65 
such free standing, ambulatory 
facilities in the nation; it is one 
of less than a dozen to meet rigid 
standards for full accreditation. 
The 10,000-square foot surgery 
in the southwest portion of the 
Doctors’ Park complex, where 
46 physicians representing over 
20 specialities are located, was 
built at a cost of $400,000. 
Equipment 
for 
the facility, 


which has five operating rooms, 
is in excess of $100,000. 
Brenda 
Davault, 
the 
ad­ 
ministrator, said operations will 
begin on the basis of about five a 
day, rapidly expandng to 10. It 
is anticipated that within a year, 
20 surgical procedures a day will 
be performed. 


More 
than 250 different 
procedures involving general 
anesthesia can be safely per­ 
formed in such a faculty. 
Statistics show the most com­ 
mon procedures to be dilation 
and curetage (D and C ); tubal 
ligation; myringtomy (an ear 
operation); removal of tonsils, 
adenoids or both; dental cases; 
removal of childrens’ hernias; 
skin 
lesion 
excisions; 
laparoscopy 
and 
diagnostic 
laparoscopy; and cystoscopy (a 
urological procedure). 


Cost savings to health care 
consumers are significant in 
such a facility, Barbara Dodd, 
office manager, explained. The 
nation’s health care industry 
represents about 7.5 per cent of 
the gross national product. 


In excess of 16 million surgical 


operations 
are 
performed 
yearly in the United States, she 
said, and health authorities have 
estimated that up to 40 per cent of 
these could be safely done in an 
ambulatory surgical center.
